SHIPPING CHARGES 


We pay transportation charges in the U.S.A. on 
all vegetable and flower seeds except Beans, Peas 
and Sweet Corn. Shipment is made by the most 
economical method, usually mail or freight. If 
you specify express where we would ordinarily 
ship by freight, your order will be sent express 
collect and the freight rate refunded. 


Beans, Peas and Sweet Corn are shipped at 
your expense, except when your seed order 
ore to $20.00 or more (not including Farm 
Seeds, Accessories, etc.). We will then prepay 
or refund the freight charges. 


Field and Grass Seed, Potatoes, Onion Sets, Plants, 
Roots, Accessories, etc. are shipped at your ex- 
pense (except where quoted Postpaid). Specify 
parcel post, express, freight or truck. Shipping 
weights are given on these items for your 
guidance. 


METHOD OF SHIPMENT 


PARCEL POST Usually the most economical for 
shipments up to 55 lbs. Ask your post office for 
rates and include postage with your remittance 
for not prepaid items. 


EXPRESS Fast service but the most expensive 
method. Sent collect (see above). Be sure to give 
nearest express office. 


FREIGHT Economical for most large shipments, 
but often slow.
